Rejects abolition 
of statutory grants

An open meeting of this Students' Society yesterday voted 
to provide for a $2 statutory trust fund to finance the post-grad- 
uata students' home, rejected the amendment colling for abolition 
of statutory grants to the undergraduate societies, and approved 
the extension of the sixty-five per cent rule. 



The meeting theii adjourned un 
til today at 1 pm. The meeting, to 
be held at Moyse Hall, will consider 
an increase in Councir represent- 
ation for post-graduate students 
and the amendment to allow the 
post-graduate representative to run 
in a year other than his penulti- 
mate year. 

The proposal to extend the sixty- 
five per cent rule was altered to 
include the entire Managing lioard 
of Ibdio McGill instead of only 
the Station Manager. 

Turnout large 
The turnout was the largest^for 
any open mectbig in recent years. 
The overflow crowd of 700 gather- 
ed in the aisles, in the rear, even 
on the stage. 

A motion to tabic the PGSS and 
Daily motions pending considera- 
tion by the committee to revise the 
constitution was also defeated by 
a large majority. 

David Goldenblatt (BCL 3), who 
presented the motion to abolish 
statutory grants, emphasized that 
his proposal would not lead to the 
abolition of the undergraduate so- 
cieties. Instead, it would lead to 
the undergraduate societies moving 
together with the Students' Society 
towards the creation of new activ- 
ities. . . 

"The ASUS," he stressed, "is 
fortunate enough to have 4,500 stu- 
dents, and can live , in great opu- 
lence, jjvhUe the other imdergrad 
uate'sodeties live in 'their poverty- 
stricken autonomy." The, ASUS, 
he said, finds it impossible to 
spend all the wealth it possesses. 

George Cram (BD 3), SEC Fi- 
nance Director, said that it was 
foolish to allow anyone to possess 
complete * autonomy. At present, 
he . said, the SEC cannot protect 
theVstudents : from ; any: misuse of

Supervision prime function 

"The SEC," he said, "has as one 
of its prime functions, the supervi- 
sion of the students' money by the 
various clubs and societies." He 
stressed that the SEC docs not at- 
tempt to draw up budgets or dic- 
tate progranu. 

Chariés Dalfcn (BA 4), SEC rep- 
resentative for Arts and Science, ' 
opposing, the motion, charged that 
the dmendment would "put the un- 
dergraduate societies on a par with 
the other clubs and societies,". He 
said that the undergraduate' socie- 
ties arc not removed from the stu- 
dent body "as the SEC so often is" 
and that the amendment would in- 
crease what he called "bureau- . 
cratic centralism." 

Paul Echcnberg . (BA 4), ASUS 
president claimed the amendment 
would "kill the already dying un- 
dergraduate societies,'/ and saw 
delegation as the key to success. 

Steve Doyle (PiH. 1) thought 
that "to place responsibilities on 
a completeIyy.tnn8lent group (the 
SEC) is unnecessary". 

The PGSS motion establishmg a 
$2 Trust Fund was proposed by 
Louis Cabri (Ph.D. 3), President 
of the PGSS. Cabri claimed that hi 
increasing post-graduate fees by 
$7.50 last year, the Students' So- 
ciety had underestimated the num- 
ber of post-graduates paying fees. 

Thus the Students' Society, he 
said, would be obtaining far more 
revenue for maintenance of the 
New Students' Centre than it had 
planned for. The PGSS, he said, 
should be given a rebate for con- 
struction of its own home which 
he hopes can be started by next 
October. 

Speaking against the motion, 
Goldenblatt pointed out that stu- 
dents In Engineering, Medicine, 
Dentistry, and Law tax themselves 
in addition to the basic Students' 
Society fees in order to pay for 
special services. The post gradu- 
ates, he said, should make some 
personal sacrifice like other stu- 
dents, especially in view of their 
$7.50 rebate from the Students' 
Society. 

In addition, he said, post-grad- 
uates use the Union as well as 
other Students' Society facilities 
in fair numbers. 'The post-gradu- 
ate students are different, but not 
that different from the studeiits in 
the profcsssional faculties." 
Sixty-five per .cent rule 

Tlie sixty-five per cent rule 
amendment was ' passed quickly 
and with litUc controversy. The 
amendment was proposed by Cram

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Quebec and the tax dollar 

•This week OHawa is the scene of what may prove 
to be one of the most Important conferences In 
Canada's history. The Premiers of ail ten provinces 
have gathered with the Prime ' Minister to discuss 
problems which, while they have existed for many 
years, have been rnade more acute than ever by 
the wider English-French crisis which we are facing. 

The central theme of the conference Is finance. 
The provinces, led by Quebec, are asking for a greatly 
increased share of the tax dollar, In order to carry 
out the schemes which they believe the federal 
government cannot and must not handle. Quebec 
has made the most extènsive demands and has taken 
the strongest stand. Her government is seriously 
restricted by a lack of funds for education, road* 
building, economic development, indeed funds for 
all the projects whjch le nouveau Québec so des- 
perately needs. 

On the other side of the table the federal govern- 
ment is faced with a backlog of deficit budgets and 
prospects of more of the same to come. The govern- 
ment In Ottawa is preoccupied with combatting un- 
employment, providing medical heahh insurance, 
supporting our armed forces, and thousands of other 
expensive and necessary undertakings. They bel|eve 
that, although the provinces may deserve some 
additional revenues, these must be limited to an 
extent which now appears unacceptable to them. 

We would not presume to have a complete solution 
to the dilemma. The volume of comment indicates 
that no one does. However, it must be recognized 
that the status quo cannot be maintained if Quebec 
is to remain within Confederation. A blanket refusal 
by the federal government to alleviate the' present 
situation or a total failure to reach some compromise 
at the conference could inflame FrencK-Canadian 
opinion to previously unparalleled heights. 

Ône fact seems clear. Tlie fecleral grants to. under- 
takings which the constitution assigned to the ex- 
.iciusive jurisdiction of the provincial governments may 
be acceptable to the English language provinces but 
they are unacceptable to Quebec. Education was 
assigned to the provinces to protect primarily Quebec. 
It Is easy to see, therefore, why federal grants to 
education will never be appreciated. 

,There are several such areas which the federal 
government now supports in part, the tax money 
for which should and perhaps must be given to the 
^provinces. The ultimata which have been presented 
s^wPrMnier Lesage ore; doubtless, not in keeping with 
an honest attempt to find a solution. Let us remember, 
however, that Premier Lesage Is very moderate, when 
compared with other voices in Quebec today. We 
hope that he will not return from Ottawa empty- 
handed.

ASUS Budget 
Examined 

Dear Sir : 

Do Arts and Science students 
fully realize just how their Un- 
dergraduate Society spends the 
students' fees awarded to it in 
the form of statutory grants? 
Due to innumerable dubious 
points contained in the Bud- 
get, I believe certain publicity 
should be provided for the be- 
nefit of the students concerned. 

Income consists of $4061 from 
statutory grants, $1488.08 as 
income from the vending ma- 
chine, and SURPLUS from last 
year, $1133.37, totalling 
$0083.35. 1 wish to point out the 
fact that the surplus of la.st 
year represents (lightly over 
25% of the total allocation per 
student. 

Under expenditures are listed 
items, some worthy and some I 
present as rather questionable : 

a) Room rental $100.00 (the 
actual cost for the office in the 
Union happens to be $50.00). 

b) Dean's luncheon in the 
Beaver Club, $75.00. This is 



solely for the executive, the 
Dean of Arts and Scicnco^nd 
the Associate Deans. Plëiue!note 
. that the Final Luncheon ' costa 
$250.00. 

c) Reserve set aside for bud. 
gets not yet passed, $400.00. 

d) 4% safety margin, $250.73, 
which conveniently happens to 
cover the excess of revenues - 
■over expenditures. 

e) "The Clarion", $1800. 

Moreover, I should like to 
point out the fact that the EN- 
GINEERS' Formal Is awarded 
,,$100. ASUS stationery has the 
name of - its president printed 
upon and is the only stationery 
on campus in two colors save 
MCWA which is donated. This 
is a costly luxury when one 
considers that Students' Society 
paper itself mentions no indivi- 
dual name and that the Presi- 
dent's personal paper merely 
states,, ''From- the President". 

I sincerely wonder whether 
excess.exp'enditures for rentals, 
the:<lttncheonV-:thV; reserve and 
th'éiiatô|y,'inargln,'plua the par- 
tlàufinahelng or the Engineers' 
Formal, totalling $1125.75, are 
valid, particularly in the light 
of the fact that \ a surplus of 
$1133.37 remained after last 
year. Thiii does not Include the 
$1800.00 "Clarion". 

Moreover, if the ASUS plans 
to present a tutorial service (a 
* program which I highly endor- 
se), docs it not seem extremely 
odd that the small sum of 
$75.00 is allocated? The high 
school visitation programme 
falls under the same category 
merely $75.00. The meat of the 
program seems to be sorely mi- 
nimked. 

I, myself, am personally 
against the abolition of statu- 
tory grants and voted as such, 
kowever, it seems to me that 
some provision for a ceiling 
would be advisable, particularly 
in the light of the above-men- 
tioned and. highly questionable 
expenditures. Though I am a 
member of the ASUS executive, 



I sincerely object to frivolous 
expenditure of student fees.

fact the events of the hour 
were in almost no way. related 
to the official issues on the 
floor. These motions were dealt 
with on emotional, irrelevant 
grounds raised for the purpose 
of guiding sentiment on issues, 
by placing the Daily in a bad 
light . . 

The DdUVi^when tt first pro* 
posed its motion; printed only 
the motion and a sober editorial 
advocating its passage on spe- 
cific grounds. This li its right, 
and what many, not Just the 
Daily -Managing Board consider 
a part of its duties. Immediate- 
ly, letters came in," f list from 
the Post Grads. These were, and 
remained, in good taste. But 
several undergraduates raised 
personal and slanderous issues 
which had nothing to do with 
the amendment other than to 
arouse the latent opposition to 
any group which is numerically 
and financially the largest in 
its sphere. 

These comments reached 
their height in this week's is- 
sue of the "Clarion"; never- 
theless, . the Doily responded, 
not in kind (and this certainly 
attracts more attention), but in 
anoUier/48eriou8ly^,^thought - out 
èditorialJ^

On the day of the Meeting, 
the Daily published an editorial 
in an attempt to clear the air 
a little and allow sober con- 
sideration of its proposal as 
such. The only reason the Daily 
gave the proposal the space it 
did get was because of the let- 
ters received (and every last 
one of these was printed, as , 
were all letters on the ques- 
tion) and statements printed 
accusing the Daily of mismana- 
gement of its funds, unequal 
and unfair editorial policy and 
preferential treatment to the 
friends of the editors. 

The Daily does not claim to 
be faultless. In fact. It Is pro- 
bably the only organization 
whlchVpublidy corrects the er- 
rors It makes. But it Is not the 
only organization which errs, 
and this is an important point 
in pointing an accusing finger 
at Daily policy. 

Every mistake the Daily 
makes is read by 8,000 people. 
Only the SEC hears of the 
many, and there are many, 
examples of budget mismana- 
gement, internal squabbles and 
poor policy decisions made at 
some time by virtually every 
group on campus. Officials 
have come close to virtual Im- 
peachment without a word ap- 
pearing in print. 

Nor are all the Daily's errors 
made by the newspaper. It Is 
entirely conceivable that a cam- 
pus club marks down the wrong 
time or place of its next meet- 
ing; it happens continually, but 
the .only thing that appears in 
the paper the next day is a 
standard "erratum". 

All this is In the spirit of 
pointbg out that the Daily Is 
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particularly open to attack. This 
fact is accepted by those who 
are associated with the Daily, 
but it is unfair and unethical to 
exploit this disadvantage (and 
it is one present in every news- 
paper on every campus) for po- 
litical advantage. Yet this was 
the spirit In which the Open 
Meeting was held. 

. The fact that the amendment 
was proposed by the . Daily Ma- 
naging Board Is Irrelevant, and 
yet this was the prime basis on 
which the motion was.dlsputed. 
We were partlcularly/surprised 
by tl^e actions of Charles Dalfen 
In this regard. He released a 
statement to the "Clarion" 
which was uncalled for, irrele- 
vant to the issue at stake, and 
in bad taste. But it was even 
more surprising to hear him re- 
iterate his stand in an emo- 
tional speech at the Open Meet- 
ing which could not unjustly be 
termed an anti-Daily speech. 

And It is more unfortunate 
that those present at the mcet^ 
ing saw fit to support Dalfen 
with mechanical applause, 
cheers and hollering that cover- 
ed up the voice of the Chairman 
when he ruled Dalfen out of 
order. Our surprise is due, 
perhaps, to the fact that Dalfen 
is experienced in campus af- 
fairs, and cannot plead igno- 
rance of his actions. He should 
have been strongly aware of 
what he was doing, and for that 
reason he is to be condemned, 
for he took advantage of a si- 
tuation of which .he was well 
aware. • 

there Is something lacking In 
understanding and maturity on 
our campus when this type of 
affair.takes place. It has taken 
place; let' us hope It Is never 
repeated.

Dear Sir: 

I would concur completely 
with Mr. Dalfcn's statements 



about the "unfair treatment" 
which some clubs receive at 
the hands of the Daily. I have 
worked on the Daily for three 
years and so the comments 
which I am about to make are 
not motivated by any resent- 
ment at not being part of the 
famous "In" group. 

AŒSEC, like the majority of 
clubs on . campus, must have 
student'ÀpartIcipatlon In order 
to function. To attract the 
calibre of student we desire, 
we must have adequate cover- 
age by some information media, 
such as the Daily. Consequent- 
ly when it came time to' hold 
our first meeting we approach- 
ed the Daily. As AIESEC had 
previously had an article, we 
simply requested that a small 
insert appear saying when and 
where our meeting was to be 
held and the qualifications ne- 
cessary to become a member 
of AIESEC. We handed the in- 
formation in on a Friday, and, 
as the méeting was not to be 
held until the following Thurs- 
day, we were assured that It 
would appear. 

On Monday, ' Tuesday, and 
Wednesday of the following 
week our brief note did not 
appear. Each successive day we 
were explicitly promised ^that 
"tomorrow for sure*. Unfortu- 
nately "tomorrow" never arriv- 
ed. Always some excuse was 
forthcoming. Finally on the day 
of the meeting, a few lines ap- 
peared in the "Announcement" 
section of the paper, saying 
when and where AIESEC would 
meet. However this was too 
short a notice for most people 
and the turnout was very dis- 
appointing. 

On the same day a third page 
article concerning a talk de- 
livered to a certain .political 
club on campus was afforded 
more ' coverage than the lead 
story on page one. When we 
inquired why this was so, the 
news editor stated that the pro- 
fessor who had given thte dis- 
sertation was going to recom- 
mend this same news editor for 
a Fellowship and so he thought 
that this coverage would help 
put him in a good light with 
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the professor. This I contend 
is not the purpose of a student 
newspaper. It should not be an 
. organ to advance the personal 
interests of the staffers. It is 
to Inform and entertain, not to 
be employed to gain favours 
from people, regardless of how 
Important these may be to the 
particular individual. 

After this incident we. were 
completely disgusted, but before 
our next meeting we tried to 
put some Information In the 
"Announcements" column. How- 
ever this backfired as the Daily 
printed the meeting as being 
.held on a different day than It 
was and In a different room. 
Naturally the , response; was not 
overwhèlinlne at that meeting. 
When we complained, we were 
told that It was Just a "typo- 
graphical error". 

AIESEC is not a "small club" 
but is a major activity and 
should be treated as such. As a 
consequence of our treatment 
we have had to buy advertise- 
ments in the paper, in order to 
get our message across to the 
student body. This we should 
not have to do and this we 
would not have to do, if we 
were given the consideration 
that certain political groups are 
afforded. I would propose that 
the nama of the Daily be chang- 
ed to the "Clique".
